an irreparable loſs : for let men 
do all they can, they will never be 
able, to recover one loſt moment. Tis 
certain that all the moments of out life 
are counted, the number is determin'd, 
and decreaſes every minute: an hour 
ago we kad more time to live, and

conſequently to labour in the buſineſs 
of our ſalvation, and within an hour 
we shall have yet leſs. Tho' hereafter 
we loſe not one moment more of the 
remainder of our time, yet that time 
already loſt will never be retriv'd, 
And all the moments of our life, which 


have been ill employ'd ate irrecovera- 


bly loſt : the well employing of our 
time to come may likely draw us out 
of the danger into which we had 
before precipitated our ſelves by miſ- 
pending our time paſt, but it cannot 
reſtore the time we have loſt , nor 
prevent our loſing by that loſs , all 
the graces which God deſign'd us, 
and all the good which in that time 
we might have done. Let us here 
conſider what uſe we have made of 
our time paſt ; it is gone, and if it 
be loſt , how great alas is our 
loſs? and whit means is their left to 
repair It > What fair days , what 
good hours, and what moments in 
thoſe days have we loſt > Thoſe that 
ſpend their time well , never thiok it 
tedious ; and had we done ſo, What 
a comfort would it be to us? But

THIRD MEDITATION; 
Of the fruits of repentance. 
. I. P OIN T. mon 


Onfider 1. that there is no way 

to get to heaven but by mortifi« 
cation and penance ; Jesus CHRIST 
has shew'*d us no other, and the Saints 
themſelves who in their Mothers womb 
were confirm'd in grace , went no 
other way. It is an errour to believe 
that penance is only neceffary for 
great ſinners ; nor is it à fs miſtake 
to imagine that mortification is à vir- 
tue proper only for perfect fouls, If 
we are ſinners, we are öbſig d to re- 
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uſtice, and to obtain paktdqn from 

his mercy for our crimes, Ne are 
ſo happy as never to have lot our in- 
nocence, penance is not thelels neceſ- 
ſary to preſerve that preciopstteaſure : 
we may fin, we have ſinguare the 
two powerful motives to ĩuduce us to 
practiſe it. Can we reaſonably be- 
lieve that penance is only proper for 
ſuch as are religious, and. that mor- 
tification should raign only in cloiſters, 
ſince all agree that in the world peo- 
ple fin much oftner, and that there 
is in it much more danger? Let them 
but reflect that thoſe religious perſons 
whom they think indiſpenſably obli- 
*d to the exerciſe of penance , did 
* the moſt part enter religion with 
out loſing their innocence; and yet 
that perſons who do not diſown their 
having committed a great many fins , 
and who are every moment in danger 
of committing more , should go about 
to perſwade themſelves that mortifi- 
cation, and penance are not things 
proper for them, is very ſtrange and 
wonderful, Altho* we had nothin 
but our own paſſions to tame wy 


orercoming his paſſions?Itis an article 


of faith, tha none but ſuch as uſe vice 
lence to themſelves, shall enter heaven, 
and yet we pretend to get thither 
without mortification. The lite of a 
man upon earth is à continual warfare; 
for the flesh (as S. Paul ſays) has defires 
contrary to thoſe of he ſpirit, and 
the ſpirit has defires contrary to thoſe 
of the flesh, and without the exer- 
cile of penance, what hope to overcome. 
1. PDINT. 

Onſider zly. that by the fruits of 
penance is underſtood not on 

the mortification of the body, but prin- 
cipally, the ſubduing of the paſſions, 
and the reformation of manners: theſe 
are properly the fruits which God ex- 
pects from our contrition and repen- 
tance;by theſe mar ks it may be known 
whether we make à good uſe of the 
Sacraments, truly grieve for our ſins, 
and are faithful managers of the grace 
which God hith given us. The prac- 
tiſes of devotion, che frequent fe bf 
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1 C8R15T; we shall not ſuffer the mor: 


the Sacraments 1 . exerciſe of 
good works , are powerful means to 
make men become perfect; but ſo 
longas with theſe powerful means they 
have ſtill the ſame paſſions ; are till 


equally proud, impatient , fretful, en- 


vious, uneaſie, angry, unmortify'd, 
and full of ſelf love, can theſe pre- 
tended exerciſes of piety be reckon'd 
upon, with any manner of reaſon? The 
uſe of bodily mortification is an exer- 
ciſe of penance , but this penance 
muſt bring forth fruit, and this fruit 
conſiſts in repairing the diſorders of 
our paſhons , and the irregularities of 
ſelf love. What ſigni fies it to confeſ; 
faults ſo often, 15 we mend not one 
Fault in a year of all we have con- 
feld. Tis not enough to deteſt ones 
ſins, we muſt alſo: make A reſolution 
never to commit any more of them; 


but can this very reſolution be ſincere, 


it not accompany'd with à will to 
fly the leaſt occaſion of fin, Eyery 
one has ſomething to ſuffer during thi 
life, we find croſles eyery where , let 
us at leaſt ſuffer with patience , let u 
Joya our ſufferings to thoſe of Ixsus 


by 
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by it, and our ſufferings will not then 
be fruitleſs. The conſtant exerciſe of 
morti fication is alſo another fruit of 
penance , and what vaſt fruit might 
one not draw from it? there is nothing 
which may not furnish us with an oc- 
caſion of contradicting our natural in- 
clinations ; there is no time nor place 
that is not proper to mortifie our {elves 
without being extravagant. O what ad- 
vantage may one who truly loves Jesus, 
make by theſe little occaſions I If one 
has a great mind to look , or {peak in 
ſome certain circumſtances , how pro- 
fitable ĩs ĩt then to caſt down ones eyes, 
or hold ones peace? There's hardly an 
hour of the day that affords not à ſub- 
ject of mortification ; whether we ſir, 
or ſtand, or kneel, we may ever find 
ways privately to incommode our ſel- 
ves. But above all, let us endeavour ex- 
actly to comply wich the rules, and or- 
ders of our ſtate, for thoſe are the moſt 
precious fruits of mortification : what 
have you produc'd this laſt month > 
What will you endeavour in the next?
